Edward Freeman was born 
April 2,1806 and died 
Jan. 28, 1882. He was 
graduated from Brown 
University in the spring 
of 1833. Previously he 
had been granted a 
license to preach in 
1832 by the First Bapti- 
st Church of Bellingham. 
This was a "Students 
license" only. 

He left Bellingham to 

go to Waterville, Maine 
in February of 1835. 

Up here in Waterville 
was a former Pastor of 
the Baptist church, Prof. 
Calvin Newton of Water- 
ville College, now Colby 
College. Also several 
Bellingham boys had gme 
up there to get higher 
education. 


I conclude that "Sarah" 
was Edward's sister as 
their parents were both 
dead by 1833. 

Edward married a Dedham 
young lady in 183.

The old Life 
magazine in particular ran hundreds 
of cartoons ridiculing the movement. 

But suffrage became an issue in the 
1916 presidential campaign. Charles 


Evans Hughes, the loser, supported 


the cause. 
As the 19th Amendment came 
closer to reality, cartoonists began to 


change their tune - votes are im- 
portant’ in politics! (Note Rollin 
Kirby’s old crone in the 1917 cartoon 
and his young beauty in the 1919 
cartoon for contrast.) 

Ratification came on August 26, 
1920, in time for women to be a factor 
in the Harding-Cox election. 


"Remember the good old days of the Trolley--fun on a ride today." 
This 1910 trolley was in the Seashore Trolley Museum, Kennebunkport, Maine 
and rides were scheduled regularly. This was a 15 bench trolley. This is 
the same type that we enjoyed to ride on through Bellingham during the 
summertime. In stormy weather curtains could be pulled down by each section 
to keep the passengers dry. Might get wet feet if it was real blustery] 
However the poor conductor had to walk the side step rails, holding on with 
one hand then moving his elbow around the support while he collected fares. 
He came equipped with a raincoat and hat for unsettled weather. This sure 
was a fresh air fun ride--the good old days..
